Cost of a toilet block to: cater 
for, say 30 caravans would ‘be 
approximately £2500. 


A transformer station which 
supplies the migrant:centre is 
located approximately 1200 feet 
easterly of the proposed site. 
Cost of providing electricity to 
the site is estimated at £1000. 

A building for Jaundry pur-

(To the Editor) 


Sir. — The report by Mr 
Waters, the Shire Secretary, 
that the Altona Shire Council is 
“in the red” is sad indeed, but 
nothing unusual because most 
municipal governments are in 
the same predicament. 

Although conditions and prob- 
Jems facing municipalities vary. 
practically every council today 
faces what may be termed a 
financial crisis. 


The rates on householders 
have risen to such an extent 
in an attempt to solve the finan- 
cial problems that people are 
beginning to feel the pinch and 
they are protesting. 


The condition of roads, foot- 
paths, the lack of sewerage and 
drainage in a great part of the 
metropolitan area also bear wit- 
ness to the financial crisis in 
local govenment, Because of 
lack of money local govern- 
mrents are unable tp function 
fully and properly. 

Por instance. many municip- 
alities are without 
child welfare services are inad- 
equate. By this I mean not 
only baby health centres, but 
all day creches, kindergartens 
and youth centres.
